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ECONOMIC  STABILIZATION  FOR  FARlv^ES  is  a  phase  of  the  whole  economic  stabili- 
zation program  that  deserves  serious  con- 
sideration.   A  special  pamphlet  "Farmers  and  the  Fight  Against  Inflation", 
mentioned  previously  in  this  calendar,  is  now  off  the  press  and  is  on  its 
v;ay  to  field  staffs  of  A:iA,  BAE,  FCA,  Extension,  and  other  agencies  concerned 
with  stabilization  for  farmers.    You  v/ill  find  it  a  good  subject-matter  guide 
for  all  types  of  inf orma.tional  media.    Both  Government  and  non-Government 
agencies  and  groups  are  cooperating  in  this  program.    Another  piece  of  back- 
ground material  that  should  be  useful  in  v;arning  the  public  about  the  upv/ard 
movement  in  farm  real  octatc  prices  is  a  report  recently  put  out  by  BAE, 
"Current  Developments  in  the  Farm  Roa,l  Estate  Market".     This  report  indicates 
farm  real  estate  price  trends,  for  selected  years,  from  1912  to  July  1,  1944. 
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WAR  FOOD  ADMINISTRATOR  MARVIN  JOISS  last  week  sent  letters  to  Scout  leaders 

all  over  the  country  calling  attention 
to  the  need  for  every  Boy  Scout  to  help  pick  1-1/2  million  pounds  of  milk- 
weed floss  for  use  in  life  jackets  and  life  belts.     "The  collection  of  milk- 
vreed  pods",  he  said,   "affords  another  oppoi-'tunity  for  bays  and  girls  of  ^Imerica 
to  help  directly  in  v/inning  the  var  and  saving  the  lives  of  their  friends  and 
relatives  in  the  armed  services.     The  Scout  who  picks  tv;o  bags  of  pods  will 
furnish  enough  floss  for  one  life  jacket."    The  Administrator's  letter  carried 
the  approval  of  Elbert  K.  Fretv;ell,  Chief  Scout  Executive.     Enclosed  v;ith  the 
Administrator's  letter  was  a  copy  of  the  folder  "Your  Country's  Armed  Services 
Need  Milk\-;ecd  Floss".    You  may  w.-^jtit  to  take  another  look  at  this  leaflet  and 
use  it  as  a  b'^sis  for  local  stories  vrhere  milkweed  pods  are  ready  for  harvest. 

TOMJiTOES  ^fflE  PLENTIFUL  over  most  of  the  country  this  v/eek.     This  is  a  reason 

to  call  attention  again  to  the  fact  tha,t  only  five- 
eights  as  much  commercially  canned  tomatoes  and  tomato  juice  will  bo  avail- 
able to  civilians  this  fall  and  v;inter  as  was  available  last  yesx,     Tv/o  more 
good  reasons  for  cajining  tomatoes  from  the  home  garden  are:     (l)  they  are  a 
good  source  of  vitamin  C,  and  (2)  ration  points  are  a,gain  required  to  buy 
canned  toma.toes.     Other  foods  plentiful  over  most  of  the  country  this  week 
are  peaches,  eggs,  peanut  butter,  and  citrus  marmalade.     Onions  are  in  moderate 
to  plentiful  supply  in  the  MWcst,  S'.'/cst,  and  Vest;  cabbage  in  the  NEa.st,  MWest, 
and  V.'est;  and  Beets  in  the  NEast,  MT'fost,  and  West.
